This British guide to reference books 
and bibliographies is the cooperative work 
of more than 70 British librarians, under 
the editorship of A. J. Walford, assisted 
by L. M. Payne. Dr. Walford has been 
a frequent contributor of articles and 
reviews to library journals during the 
past 20 years, chiefly on reference and 
bibliographical subjects. He has also been 
general editor of the “A.A.L. Guides to 
The Library Association Examinations.” 
Payne is author of Reference Books and 
Bibliographies: a Union List (London: 
Association of Assistant Librarians, 1957). 
Thus both are well qualified for their 
editorial responsibilities, which included 
rechecking of items at firsthand wher- 
ever possible and the addition of more 
important recent books and all new edi- 
tions in certain sections which were sent 
to the printers in June, 1957. 

Principal contributors, listed with their 
official positions and memberships in 
library associations, are identified with 
public, university, or special libraries, the 
last predominating. The contributors ap- 
pear to be well chosen; for example, G. 
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A. Bull of the Meteorological Office Li- 
brary has contributed to the meteorology 


section and Miss M. A. Batty, librarian 
of the Textile Institute in Manchester, is 
listed for textiles. Several librarians have 
contributed to more than one section, 
notably C. A. Toase, reference librarian 
of the Wimbledon Public Libraries, whose 
name appears under Bibliography, Li- 
brarianship, Lists of and Indexes to Pe- 
riodicals, Social Relief and Welfare, 
Domestic Economy, and Pastimes; sport. 
Only two contributors are not identified 
with libraries. 

Its compilers believe “there is a place 
for a guide which has an accent on Brit- 
ish material, a guide which endeavors 
to provide annotations whenever possi- 
ble.”—Introduction. 

Intended for librarians in the building 
up and revision of reference library col- 
lections, for use in general and special 
library inquiry work, and as an aid to 
the student taking the Library Associa- 
tion examinations, its contents include 
encyclopedias, dictionaries of terms, lan- 
guage dictionaries, scientific and technical 


manuals, technical data books, statistical 
data books, yearbooks and directories, 


histories, biographical dictionaries, at- 
lases, and bibliographies. The last embrace 
general and special, author and subject 
bibliographies, guides to bibliographic 
literature, catalogs of libraries, reviews 
of progress, lists of periodicals, indexes, 
and abstracting journals. Books on librar- 
ianship and general bibliographies have 
been less emphasized. “Some of the older 
material, particularly in the field of His- 
tory, now out of print or not readily ac- 
cessible, has been omitted, with covering 
references to entries in C. S, Minto’s 
Reference Books (1929; supplement, 
1931), Winchell, etc. On the other hand, 
technology is almost as fully represented 
as in Winchell, although this Guide con- 
tains a total of about 3,000 main entries 
(with numerous other items subsumed), 
as against some 7,500 in Winchell’s Guide 
and its two supplements. Bibliographies 
and literature surveys appearing in peri- 
odicals have been included. Maps, an- 
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thologies, and most source books have 
been omitted, as well as the vast majority 
of periodicals. It has Been found necessary 
to include textbooks in certain scientific 
and technical subjects, for want of more 
comprehensive works. On the other hand, 
the mere existence of a dictionary of a 
subject (e.g. as published by the Philo- 
sophical Library, New York) has not led 
to its automatic inclusion.” 

The 3,000 main entries have been as- 
signed classification numbers from the 
1957 abridgment of the Universal Decimal 
Classification, with some modifications “in 
the interests of collocation and conven- 
tional placing by the Dewey Decimal 
Classification” and are so arranged. Its 
ten broad divisions appear in the follow- 
ing order: O, Generalities, 60 pages; 1, 
Philosophy and Psychology, 8 pages; 2, 
Religion, 20 pages; 3, Social Sciences, 64 
pages; 4, Languages, 35 pages; 5/6, Sci- 
ence and Technology, 18 pages; 5, Mathe- 
matics and Natural Sciences, 29 pages; 
6, Applied Sciences, 72 pages; 7, The Arts, 
42 pages; 8, Literature, 42 pages; 9, Geog- 
raphy, Biography, History, with the sub- 
divisions 91, Geography, Exploration and 
Travel, 16 pages; 92, Biography, 24 pages; 
93, History, 47 pages. 

A comparison of the number of pages 
in this listing bears out the stated em- 
phasis on the applied sciences and further 
reveals a not unexpected emphasis on 
the social sciences and history. Under 
Generalities are listed sources of ab- 
breviations, bibliography, librarianship, 
guides to reference books, encyclopedias, 
theses, periodical indexes and lists, and 
guides to institutions and associations, 
newspapers, government publications 
(chiefly British), manuscripts, and in- 
cunabula, in the order named. 

Also affecting the internal arrange- 
ment is the practice of using subsumed 
entries, of which there are about 1,150. 
Used to relate additional but not neces- 
sarily less-important titles in the same 
narrow field, they sometimes list more 
up-to-date sources, as in the section on 
statistics, where they appear as monthly 
statistical bulletins which supplement an-

nuals listed as main entries. Occasionally 
references appear as both main and sub- 
sumed entries, this being noted in various 
ways. Sometimes the subsumed entries 
give earlier forms of a title listed as a 
main entry. 

Information supplied for each main en- 
try and some subsumed entries includes 
author, title, place of publication, pub- 
lisher, date, pagination, and classification 
number. Whether or not price is given 
appears to depend on subject field, coun- 
try of origin, date, and whether an item 
is a government or trade publication. The 
editors attempted to give prices, usually 
as of 1957, for most British publications. 
In some instances publisher and price 
have been given for both English and 
American editions of the same title. Prices 
for foreign titles are sometimes given in 
the currency of the country of origin, 
with British prices added in some in- 
stances. Prices are not supplied for out- 
of-print titles, which are occasionally in- 
dicated as “o.p.” That prices are supplied 
for less than half of the more than 300 
main entries in the field of literature may 
be partially explained by the fact that 
meny of the individual bibliographies and 
standard critical sets may be out of print, 
though only three are so indicated. On the 
other hand, more than four fifths of the 
approximately 50 main entries in econom- 
ics are priced. 

Annotations are supplied for almost 
every main entry and vary in length 
from several lines to more than a column, 


the length sometimes being due to de- 
tailed listing of separate sections of a 
title. Generally the comments are content 
descriptions, the evaluative comment 
briefly indicating value in certain types 
of libraries, degree of comprehensiveness, 
extent of use, and importance of the 
title in the field. Weak points are some- 
times noted. The descriptive information 
often gives number of entries, especially 
for dictionaries of quotations and bibliog- 
raphies. Contents of individual titles and 
continuations are often listed. in some 
detail. British point of view is occasionally 
expressed, as, for example, the reference 
to Americanized spelling in Dorland’s 
medical dictionary and the descriptions 
of the Encyclopaedia Britannica. Annota- 
tions for subsumed entries are generally 
brief. On the whole, the annotations are 
excellent, both from the standpoint of 
description and evaluation. Particularly 
useful are those on foreign encyclopedias, 
national bibliographies, and atlases. Often 
they are more detailed than those found 
in Winchell, Guide to Reference Books, 
7th ed. (Chicago: American Library As- 
sociation, 1951). Citations of reviews and 
of other critical comments are appended 
to some annotations and are a_ useful 
source of additional information. 

Less comprehensive is the Index, which 
includes author and subject entries, but 
few titles and almost no see also refer- 
ences. That titles are not usually indexed 
is not immediately apparent, since many 
which appear as titles in Winchell are 
used as main entries. It appears that items 
well known by title, e.g., “Oxford com- 
panions,” are indexed by author and title. 
Subject entries are given not only for those 
subjects set out in bold type in the con- 
tents, e.g., Social Sciences, but for indi- 
vidual titles, e.g., Australian English, New 
Zealand English, and basic English, and 
for bibliographies of individual authors, 
e.g., Max Beerbohm, Norman Douglas, and 
Thomas Carlyle. Broad subjects such as 
chemistry, geology, genealogy, and mathe- 
matics are seldom subdivided by form 
or other division as in Winchell, prob- 
ably because Winchell cites item num-

In view of differences in arrangement 
and sometimes in main entry found 
in Walford and Winchell, it should be 
stressed that a thorough and detailed

What of its stated emphasis on current 


| material? This is evident from examina- 
| tion of the contents. For example, in the 
| section Chemical Industry with its sub- 


division by form, e.g., bibliography, en- 


| eyclopedias and dictionaries, and direc- 


tories, and by products or substances, 


| e.g., cement, steel, and petroleum, nearly 


80 per cent of the titles have been pub- 


| lished since 1950 or are current continua- 
| tions. 


The 


editors point out that certain 
| classes, having been sent to the printers 
in June, 1957, are less up to date than 
others, although some of the more im- 
| portant recent works and all later edi- 
| tions have been added to these sections 


where possible. These classes include 
Philosophy and Psychology, Religion, 
Mathematics and Natural Sciences, parts 
of Applied Sciences, and Literature. Since 
the general framework was approved in 
1954, we must assume that most of the 
compilation was done between then and 
1957-58, when it was sent to the printer. 
According to the preface, “An endeavour 
will be made to provide regular supple- 
ments; new items may possibly be ini- 
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tially listed in the Library Association 
Record, at intervals.” 

British emphasis is apparent through- 
out, especially in such forms as directories 
of associations, particularly in the ap- 
plied sciences, agriculture, and domestic 
science, and in such subjects as sports 
and recreations, standards, transportu- 
tion, and broadcasting. This . emphasis 
will be of interest to American special 
libraries in business and technology, since 
many of these titles are not listed in 
Winchell. 

Format is satisfactory, the blue buck- 
ram binding being fairly sturdy, the 
paper of good quality, and the type legi- 
ble. Running heads for specific subjects 
rather than “Guide to Reference Ma- 
terial” would add to ease of location of 
individual sections. Use of one size of 
boldface for both form and subject divi- 
sions of main subjects is sometimes 
slightly confusing. But on the whole, it 
is an attractive volume. 

Accurate item-by-item comparison with 
Winchell’s Guide to Reference Books and 
its two supplements within broad sub- 
jects is difficult due to variations in in- 
ternal arrangement, in indexes, and in 
forms of entry in Walford and Winchell. 
But a check of letters “A” and “B” in 
the indexes reveals that they have fewer 
titles in common than might be expected 
of two guides which have the same stated 
purpose. Allowing for certain discrepan- 
cies, it appears that 343 titles in the let- 
ters checked are found in both Walford 
and the basic volume and two supple- 
ments of Winchell, 684 titles only in 
Winchell, and 477 only in Walford. These 
letters were selected with the knowledge 
that Walford would contain a large num- 
ber of entries beginning with the word 
“British,” which could be cited as further 
evidence of British emphasis. Other let- 
ters may not show such wide differences 
in titles. 

Other differences easier to distinguish 
in Winchell are a more detailed table of 
contents, classification by the Dewey sys- 
tem, a general introduction to reference 
work, and general comment prefacing each

large class and form, fuller treatment of 
the humanities, running heads for subsec- 
tions, numbered items, and an index giving 
titles under both authors and joint authors, 
rather than a see reference only for joint 
authors. 

On the other hand, found in Walford 
but not in Winchell are Universal Deci- 
mal Classification numbers, prices as of 
1957, more recent titles, and British em- 
phasis, as well as the wider collaboration 
of special librarians in selection of titles. 
Both contain cross references to closely 
allied headings. Both contain subsumed 
entries though Walford makes greater use 
of this device for listing related titles. 

It would be difficult to say accurately 
which is the more fully annotated with- 
out a careful reading of both. Fullness 
cannot always be determined by length 
of annotation. A random sampling shows 
that annotations more often accompany 
main entries in Walford than in Winchell. 

This recent guide to the ever-expand- 
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ing field of reference materials admirably 
fulfills its stated purpose for British li- 
braries. It is recommended for large pub- 
lic and university libraries and for special 
libraries in science and technology in 
the United States and Canada as a source 
of well-annotated current and British 
titles and as a source whose classification 
supplies an additional subject approach 
in some instances.

In this sequel to In.the time of Greenbloom 
(Bookutst 53:526, Je 15 57) the English pro- 
tagonist John Blaydon, a pre-World War u 
medical student in Dublin, finds himself drawn 
to and at the same time wary of the tightly 
knit, insular world of the Irish. An incon- 
clusive romance, Blaydon’s trouble with the 
hospital authorities, the loss of a close friend, 
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and Horab Greenbloom’s timely appearance 
are major elements in the story. Lacks the 
spellbinding quality of the earlier novel but 
people and events come to life.

The robbery takes place after a wonderfully 
hectic voyage but Elinor saves the day at the 
last moment and, her attitude having under- 
gone a sea change, happily exits with Peter.

Krish- 
na is Western educated and his relatives are 
proud of his intellectual position, but his par- 
ents and Koonti still cling to the old ways. 
A double crisis reveals the childishness of 
each bride. Koonti sides with her mother-in- 
law when her baby is sick and insists on 
taking him to a sadhu—an Indian holy man 
reputed to have healing powers—with tragic 
results. Helen, when she learns of a single 
episode of infidelity of her husband, refuses 
for a long time to forgive him.

The novelist 
manages to individualize them all and in addi- 
tion to present a realistic picture of hospital 
life. Suspense is introduced through the 
temptation of available drugs which proves 
too much for one of the interns and through 
assorted emotional problems aggravated by 
the interns’ lack of money and by the philo- 
sophic and medical question of euthanasia 
for a critically ill patient who begs to die. 
A list of the hospital staff and interns is help- 
fully provided at the back of the book. Some 
readers may not care for the interns’ fre- 
quently coarse humor and some frank descrip- 
tions of sex. episodes; others would perhaps 
have preferred fewer medical details.

Fifteen years after their idyll had been shat- 
tered by David Stirling’s abrupt termination 
of their engagement, followed by his suicide, 
Susan comes back to Cotter’s Beach on the 
promise of an explanation from David’s moth- 
er, who is mortally ill. The truth, long since 
guessed by the reader, that David was her 
half-brother, is a stunning revelation that 
comes too late to undo the damaging effects 
on Susan of David’s apparent rejection. The 
novel has grave faults: some florid writing 
and a melodramatic plot necessitating some 
unlikely behavior by otherwise credible char- 
acters, but is likely to appeal to women.

A grim projection of future atomic warfare 
takes the form of a diary kept by Push-But- 
ton Officer X-127, one of 500 men and women 
permanently assigned to Level 7, a self-suffi- 
cient military installation 4,000 feet under- 
ground which contains the operations center 
for his nation’s retaliatory nuclear system. 
Beginning with X-127’s introduction to the 
regimented, mechanized, sunless, and sterile 
existence on Level 7 his journal describes the 
other underground levels, records an inevita- 
ble day on which the earth is devastated by 
atomic explosions, and reveals in the war’s 
brief aftermath humanity’s universal death 
by radiation. Less successful as fiction than 
as a graphic warning against man’s self-de- 
struction.

Paul and his two older sisters, temporarily

evening. Paul’s world—a semirural area edg- 
ing an Australian seacoast city—is vividly and 
imaginatively evoked by an author who obvi- 
ously writes from memory of individualistic 
people, animals, and birds, private spots along 
the river and in the woods, intimations of 
adult sexuality, a daydream of grandmother’s 
happy house, the torment of a detested Bible 
class, and many other episodes and impres- 
sions.

Another in the author’s sequence of novels 
“Strangers and brothers,” this, like The mas- 
ters (Booxutst 48:58, O 15 51), records in 
detail an incident at one of ‘the colleges of 
Cambridge; as in the earlier novel, some of 
whose characters are seen here again but 
much older, there is little action and much 
talk. The “affair” is that of a young man 
dismissed from his post when he is found 
guilty of scientific fraud. The court of senior 
Fellows is forced to reopen the case when 
new evidence is brought forward and Lewis 
Eliot, the narrator, is involved in the case as 
advocate of the dismissed Fellow. The inter- 
play of personalities, the revelation of rival- 
ries and factions—particularly in connection 
with the forthcoming election of a new Mas- 
ter—and the impersonal passion for justice 
are of dominant interest as the academic 
group slowly and deliberately deals with the 
case. Will be appreciated most by readers 
of the earlier books in the sequence but will 
also introduce new readers to the older books.

The narrator is a psychoanalyst who becomes 
disillusioned with his profession, cynically ex- 
ploits it (and women too), finally recognizes 
the destructiveness of his behavior, and strug- 
gles to set his life to rights; then, just as he 
feels that he has succeeded, learns that he is 
soon to die of cancer and realizes that his 
search for his life’s meaning is not yet com- 
plete. Because the novel functions on a cer- 
ebral level and frequently makes painful 
reading its appeal may be limited to readers

With unabashed frankness 
she describes her early experiments with 
Australian schoolmates, her departure for 
England with Bob, her charming but un- 
scrupulous bridegroom, their respective sec- 
ond marriages to wealthy mates, her wid- 
owhood, gay war years, triumphant return to 
Australia, and remarriage to Bob, each step 
a point scored against Florrie, her lifelong 
“best friend” and enemy. “Dear” Miranda 
escapes being labeled promiscuous and com- 
placent only because her associates agree 
that she is just as sweet, kind, generous, and 
beautiful as she says she is.
